ROME, Dec, 7,.—(CP)—Canadian 
troops of the British 8th Army, 
who captured the Adriatic City of 
Ravenna on Monday, advanced six 
miles northwest up the Ravenna- 
Verrara highway and seized the im- 
portant railway junction of Mez- 
sano on the Lamone river, head- 
quarters announced today.

Arnhem Heroes 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—(CP)—Heroes 
of Arnhem—generals and privates 
of a British air-borne division 
whose mission failed but whose 
gallant fight inspired the people 
of Britain to greater war efforts— 
were decorated yesterday by the 
King

“normal” supplies of butter, cheese and 
fluid milk next year the cows will have to 
produce 500,000,000 pounds of milk more 
than they are producing this year. 

“Normal” probably means the amounts 
of these commodities which have been 
available in wartime, not the limitless 
quantities of peacetime. It is very much to 
the point to remember that butter is and 
has been rationed, that table cream is and 
has been under the ban, and that cheese 
during most of the war period has been 
scarce and unmatured. 

This sounds like more good news for 
farmers who keep dairy herds, and like the 
kind of news to encourage more farmers to 
do so. No part of Canada has been better 
adapted by nature to dairying than is the 
province of Alberta. The opportunity thus 
presented is correspondingly important to 
Alberta farmers, ¥ 


Now’s the Time 


There is a reason this year, more urgent 
than usual, why one should do the Christ- 
mas shopping “early.” It may be a choice 
between buying early and not being able 
to get what is wanted. 

Already the stores are thronged with 
Christmas shoppers, many from out of 
town points. While controls have eased in 
some directions, stocks are still limited in 
range, and seme lines are limited in quan- 
tity. These facts make up a Situation in 
which “first come, first served” implies 
much more than it usually does, possibly 
more than it has meant in any former war- 
time buying season. 

There will be an enormous Christmas 
trade in Edmonton this year. That is cer- 
tain. In town and country people have 
money to spend. Many of them have been 
doing without things they needed and 
which can now be obtained. Many will se- 
lect presents with the idea in mind of sup- 
plying some war-deferred want of a 
friend, 

This means that the stocks in the stores 
will be picked over early in the rush, lines 
which are limited in supply will be quickly 
exhausted—and that late-comers may be 
disappointed as to the kinds or qualities 
they are looking for. It all adds up to em- 
phasize the wisdom of getting in while the 
getting is good.

The Case for Vandalism 


Mr. J. Murray Gibbon, time-honored 
veteran of Canadian literature, spoke sey- 
eral times in Edmonton last week on the 
subject “Kill the German Language.” Few 
of his audiences agreed with him. 

It is rather too bad that a man whom 
all Canada delights to honor for his own 
personal charm as well as for his tremen- 
dous literary services, should mount such 
a sorry hobby-horse in his declining years. 

Mr, Gibbon’s argument is that the Ger- 
man language should be completely 
banned, not only from conversation, but 
from music and the concert stage. He him- 
self, he declared, had written new words 
in English for many German songs. 

Now it is true that the German lang- 
uage is not so lilting and lovely as French, 
not so sonorous as Spanish, not so musical 
as Italian, not nearly so expressive as Eng- 
lih. Nevertheless, it has its own peculiar 
charm and certainly its own peculiar uses. 

Even the fact that it is employed, at 
present, by several million quite unpleasant 
people does not alter the circumstance that 
many exceedingly delightful things have 
been done with it. 

One would like to see, for instance, Mr, 
Gibbon’s substitutes for some of the 
charming lyrics of Heinrich Heine. It 
would be interesting to know what would 
be his version of “Du bist wie eine Blume,” 
or what he would do, in narrative poetry, 
with such haunting gems as “Die Lorelei.” 

That, however, is not quite the point, 
which is that Mr. Gibbon asks us to adopt 
the same vandalistic attitude as the Ger- 
mans themselves. He asks us to tear in 
and destroy all, so far as Canadians are 
concerned, that is beautiful in German 
literature because it is written in a lang- 
uage employed presently by people who 
have behaved in an abominable manner.

The made that more 
men enlisted for active service in Canada’s 
army last week than in any previous week 
The total was 1,860, and the next highest 
figure was reached in the week following 
D-day. 

The inference is pretty plain that enlist- 
ment speeed up in both instances because 
attention was called pointedly to the need 
of reinforcements. D-day carried its own 
easily understood conclusion that men 


would be needed to fill a large number of

vacancies caused by the heavy fighting. 
The news from Ottawa in recent weeks con- 
veyed an equally plain notice that there is 
need of replacements for casualties. And 
in both cases the reaction was observable 
at the enlistment quarters; 

In one sense this has been a “phoney” 
war—from the standpoint of the prospec- 
tive recruit in Canada. For four years he 
was told that he should enlist and get the 
best training possible, because he would be 
needed. But all that time the Canadian 
army overseas, or a good part of it, re- 
mained in England. The prospective re- 
cruit was therefore left without the com- 
pelling evidence of long casualty lists to 
show that there was urgency in the mat- 
ter. When this evidence was forthcoming, 
men joined up in greater numbers, from 
the home defence units, the reserve units, 
and the ranks of eligible civilians. 

It was found in the last war that news 
of heavy losses always reacted to speed up 
enlistment. That has apparently been true 
also during the present war.

The United States has to realise 
that this is not an issue and a dane 
ger for other countries only, It is 
as deeply involved in the outcome 
of this process as anyone. For if 
the world is compelled, for lack 
of American leadership, to return 
to autarchy, then the United States, 
trying itself to live in self-contain- 
ment, Will be compelled to adopt 
government regulation of its econ- 
omy. 

* * * 

The reason for this is obvious. If 
the world divides itself into a series 
of trading blocs, wherein trade is 
conducted by bilateral barter deals 
and where multilateral trade is im- 
possible, then the United States 
must find its essential imports by 
dealing with one bloc or another. It 
would decide to import a certain 
amount of an essential material and 
pay for it by exporting a certain 
amount of another material. All 
trade would be planned and regu- 
lated by the government. Then, in- 
evitably, the government would 
have to regulate the industries 
which create exports and require 
imports. In the end self-contain- 
ment would mean in the United 
States, as everywhere else, the end 
of free enterprise. 

But whether the American 
businessman, who shouts for free 
enterprise in election times, under- 
stands this and will act on it, is 
not yet clear. It is only clear 
that, lacking United States leader- 
ship in tariff reform, in monetary 
stabilization, in foreign lending, no 
serious attempt can be made to 
restore a world of multilateral 
trade. The United States is soa 
large a part of the world economy 
now that it can almost write its 
own ticket and the world’s. The 
question is whether the ticket shall 
read “Private enterprise, trade and 
world prosperity.” or “Self-contain- 
ment, government control and 
world poverty.”

Big Three Conference Delayed 


Stalin Finds He Cannot 
Leave Moscow for War 
Reasons 

By MARQUIS CHILDS, 

WASHINGTON.—One of the rea- 
sons advanced for the delay in 
holding the big three conference 
is that Stalin insists the meeting 
be held either in Moscow or at 
some point close to the Soviet 
borders— perhaps Teheran again. 

The Soviet’s No. 1 does feel very 
strongly that he must be at the end 
of a telephone wire which will 
make instant communication with 

Moscow possible, He is extremely 


| reluctant to go to a city so distant 
| that his line of communication with 


the Kremlin might be interrupted. 

The reason for this, however 
not, as some speculation has had 
it, that he is afraid he might be 
superseded by a palace revolt. 
Those who know Russia intimately

But as the active director of the 
Russian forces in the feild, Stalin 
must be in constant communication 
with his generals

One interesting sidelight on the 
Teheran conference has never been 
disclosed. The big three, flanked by 
their military and civilian aides, 
held their meetings during the day 
in the sprawling Soviet embassy 
There were 
formal dinners at which the heads 
of state made speeches and toasted 
each other, No matter how exhaust- 
ing the conference or how late 
these dinners lasted, Stalin would 
afterward get on the long distance 
phone with Moscow and often talk 
for hours. Sometimes the dawn 
would find him in discussion with 
his subordinates in the Kremlin 

This is the reason Roosevelt and 
Churchill may concede to Stalin's 
wishes and go to a rendezvous of 
Stalin's choosing. They recognize 
that no decision can be mady in 
Soviet Union of any import- 
ance that is not approved by the

May Hit

OTTAWA, Dec. 7.—(CP)—Indications are that farmers | 

may experience their greatest difficulties with the shortage | 

of labor in 1945, and “if we do not it will be because the war 
is over,” Agriculture egg nt said vesterday. 


In an address to the 12th Dom- 
inion-provincial conference on 
agriculture, which concluded a 
three-day session yesterday, Mr. 
Gardiner said that if farm labor 
needs were to be met every farm 
organization would familiarize 
itself with the call-up regulations 
“as one means of taking care of 
a situation that may become 
difficult.” 


The minister said western wheat

years, It had been recommended 
that wheat acreage be cut from 
23,000,000 acres to 21,000,000.
